Must Be Restrictions 
If you are a consumer of 

these goods, what then? 
The answer to this is simple 

enough. These products are go 
ing to become more scarce. The 
general public is not going to 
)e able to buy what it has al* 
ways bought before. 

Shortages are developing   
and they will get worse before
they get better. You and I, al 
~>t us, will have to make sacri­
fices.
